Scbools auu Roads. 



It ia not always en easy matter to bo 
adjast taxation and apportion expondU 
tnro as to moioout even-handed jus- 
tioe to every class of th9 inbabilants 
and every loouliiy iu the oonotry ; and 
yet iho altaiumoDt of tbat result should 
ba tho aim oi U'gielalion. It haa ap- 
peared to fall within tbo Bcopo of our 
duly OB a poblio journa'iBt more than 
onco to poial out tbe gross violation of 
this trao principle of legi-<lation in the 
0186 of Naoainjo. It is not our present 
parpote to revert to the period wlion 
oortain politicians laying claim to great 
breadth of view but too BDOCoasfuily op- 
posed the croalion of a port of entry at 
ifinaimo. It iit enough to say, geoor- 
Blly, tha', for some reason or other, 
Nanftimo has, ia a greater degree than 
•ny other locality with which we are 
acqualoled, boea tbe victim of iujuatice 
both la respect of taxition and expen- 
ditare, as well as In reap«)ot of the gen- 
eral policy of adminiatrfttioD. Tbe 8ec» 
OBd largest and, in proportion to iis 
sIb", the most large'y prodnciivo com- 
muuuy in the United Colony, the larg 
est cncfuraer of duiiablo goods 
and, tborcloro, tiio laryest oou- 
iribuior towards the pablio revenue, 
liana mo umy he said to hafe been 
DOitlccttd, legislaied dowji, out c Cf alinost 
Miiboot a fUiiling, Wo will udI now 
stop to ronsider bow Im- this condition 
Ot things mny bo owing Lo the wants and 
claims of JNoriaitno not having been 
proi-cuied iu the Uoancil^* ot :ho Colony 
With that failhfalnesH and force they 
dttftrved ; but it may be remarked, in 
pateif g, that nnd^r tue new fijttt-nn row 
being iiiauKurutod, it will roM with the 
peo|)leol Na-mimo to say by their voles 
at I he polls wliclher or not litis ejatem- 
Dtic ii justice i-hnll coniinac. If lha peo- 
plo will only raab'-' " wise use of Ihoir 
new -gotten power, sueh ihmgs will be 
ImpofSiblo nndorthe oewsystem.GabrluIa 
Island \'\o^ dirccUy oppoBiie the mi.gni- 
ficcul hurbor of N.iniiiujo, and is wjitliud 
by tho Straits ol Georgia, tlio north- 
western purt of it being about lour tniles 
distant Irom the towu. It U about piglsi 
milos in longtb, by an avorago breadth 
of two milts ttud fi»e i-igihn, and coutauis 
Bb'iut thirteen th usand tivo hundred 
acres. AUhorgh In a uce portions rong b 
and broken, inoQiaina much oxot-Uoul 
land lor agricalturat porpose'. Tliuro 
ere at present eixtoco settlers on it, all 
of whoa3, with one exception, bavo 
famlliep, and most of whom have ma Jo 
large improvomeiUa. Probably in no 
part of the colony can more industn- 
0U9, welldoinc? and wclldeterring seltlerB 
be found. Tiior*!- G^ihrioliios have not 
been neglected in so far as taxation is 
concerntd. luadduiju to tbo tieavy 
taxes which they have to pay, and which 
their representative in the LoK'Hlai-ure 
would compel them to continue to p.y, 
upon everyibing thoy eut and drink and 
wear of imported Uiud, they have boon 
made to pay a heavy road tu3,— luid 
for what? Thej have been led to mi»ke 
tboir own roade, wliolly unuided by the 
Governtnenl. And v\ghl biavely huve 
they como to tbe work. Tho cbiot 
Betilemeiit is on tbo lower or mere d's- 
tani end ot tbo I^lnnd • and Mr John 
Dick and his fellow -eltlers have mado 
a waggon road, eight miles in longib, a 
portion of it being over soft grouud lu- 
folving alargo (Kpojdittiro of labor. 
All praise to these industricap, self- 
T-liant men ; bat surely it is most un- 
ja«tthiil ihey should huso been inudo 
to pay a heavy road tax, and yet bo lefi 
to make their own roads. This is not 
the way to recognize the vuluo ol such 
toltlers. Wo have said that all the 
BelllerHCn Gubriola I-laud, suvo one, 
havo familioH. Tho saHgestiou is ohnuu» 
enough. They uood a tchuol. iho nuu:. 
bar of children is, we believe, 07tr 
twenty five; aud 88 it haa been seen 
that me nearest part of tho island 
is about lour rnilcH diatant iroin thi- 
town ol Nunaimo, ihe sole means ot corn, 
munication therewith bu;ng by Wfttor, it 
will scarcely bo uccebsiiry to fcay that tho 
childreu ol ihoso saluublo seniors must 
of necessity be educated on Qabriola 
Island. Hjw is Ibis to be aocomplisbed ? 
Are these eixteen BciLleis to bo lelt to 
build a BOhuoi-house, biro a teacbcr and 
mu'.uiain a s.hool allliui r own »ole expouse, 
as bus tjeen the cqhc will, moir roads ? 
Ko : tbat mu-l not, MmH riot be. These 
haroy and coarageoas fettlers cooirl 
bote tboir share mid more thun 
their bhare towards tho public 
levenne, and ihoy must nnt bo lelt to 
slfUL'nk- I n wholly unuid. d and uneu- 
cou;a-.d t.y thcBlato. Tcey must be 
met iu LtRir luanly iBorlfi lo croaio por- 
maneut homes for iheiosolvea and their 
oCf.pvii g, in ft epirit of josilce and 
kiudly lecogniliou on the part of tho 
Government. At tbo very leuil- then 
children must bo eaucuiod and thoy, 
tbpn'helvo'-, Irecd from a road-tax lor 
■which they huvo ncTor roceired the 
■lightest value. Lot it not be imagined 
that Qabilola Island is siDgnlnr in this 
leepeot, beouuau wo hnvc singled itoni, 
A uoltiblo iustanc , it ie yeloi.ly a reprt- 
lentativo Ottso ol uHhidoaa alioniiyns on 
the part ol the lax-gatborer, and ol cold 
neglect on the part ol those who uppor> 
tioo the public revenue.
